|| Chambers Outlines His Views on Municipal Problems 
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Candidate for Mayor Issues Strong Statement 


TO THE PEOPLE OF ATLANTA: 

Several days since I made a, statement which referrec 
to some of the things which the Government of Atlantz 
had recently undertaken, partly completed and part stil!

A 
readjustment of the tax system, so that Atlanta pays only 
its just proportion of the state ad valorem taxes, will give 
us ample money without increasing the amount vaid by 


anyone. . 
HEALTH. 

Every encouragement ought to be given to our 
health, sanitary and hospital officials in their efforts to 
eradicate and prevent disease. The crematory will be 
completed so that by another summer no garbage cumps 
will be left in any part of the city. The sewers should he 
built with increasing rapidity so that no earth closets can 
be found within the city. The best facilities obtainable 
should be added to the equipment of the Sanitary Depart- 
ment, such as additional automobile trucks, so that the 
garbage and trash can be gathered with increasing effi- 
ciency and dispatch. The Grady, Detention, Contagious 
Disease and Tuberculosis hospitals ought all to be sup- 
plied with every needed improvement in the way of 
equipment so that every sick person can receive imme- 
diate and adequate attention. New methods of preven- 
tion should be installed as rapidly as possibie and every 
facility afforded the people to ascertain what can be done 
to prevent infection and contagion. 

SCHOOLS. 

Additional grammer schools are already needed in 
several sections of the city—attesting the rapid growth 
of our population. They should be built without unnec- 
essary delay. The Girls’ High School and Boys’ High 
School buildings are out of date, and there is no Techno- 
logical High School building. 

_ We must and will have as early as possible, modern 
buildings, spacious grounds, ample light and air for these 
institutions. : ) 

STREETS. 

There is nothing of more importance to the conven- 
ience of the people as a whole than broad, well paved 
thoroughfares. Many of our leading streets are too nar- 
row, and every encouragement should be given to the 
ideal of widening wherever economically possible. 
Grades should be changed on many streets, and then per- 
manent pavements put down. There should be special 
attention given to the plan already under way to build 


boulevards from the parks to the various sections of the 
city, and from the center to all sections, especially the 
parks. Bridges and underpasses ought also to be built 
wherever needed so that as far as possible grade cross- 


ings can. be eliminated. Not enough attention has been 


given in the past to repair work. When a street is paved 
or graded, it should be kept in repair. 

This general scheme of public improvements should 
be projected on large lines, and we should build not only 
for the present, but for the future. In doing this, it is of 
course necessary that we should be subjected to some 
temporary inconvenience, but the spirit of broad citizen- 
ship, which builds the city, and maintains it, will patient- 
ly and cheerfully give it: full co-operation. 

PARKS. 

No municipal property can be of more real value to 
our people than our parks. . In various sections of the 
city and adjacent territory Atlanta owns nearly two thou- 
sand acres of land. It ought all to be improved. Not 
only is this important as an advertising asset, but the 
people find in the parks rest and recreation. As the popu- 
lation becomes denser, the importance of parks becomes 
greater and more apparent. A well devised general plan 
of improvement should be agreed upon, and work to this 
end begun at once. The driveways in our parks which 
have already been laid out should be constructed with 
Permanent materials so that repairs are not so often 
necessary, and then the energies of the department be 
devoted to other lines of development. 

The Lakewood improvements need no comment here, 
as this matter is in the hands of the people themselves, 
and can be voted on by them in December. 

WATERWORKS. 

Atlanta draws her water supply from the Chatta- 
hoochee watershed. On this watershed are many thou- 
sands of people, and this population is rapidly increas- 
ing. It is therefore of supreme importance that a plan 
should be inaugurated whereby the city may acquire a 
watershed of her own, which for all time will-preserve 
our water supply from contamination. 

. ECONOMY. 

In the conduct of the affairs of the city the same 
rules of rigid economy which apply to every business 
ought to be enforced. Public improvements must go on, 
but there must be neither waste of the city’s money or 
the citizens’ time. Every improvement that is started 
ought to be finished within a reasonable time, and all 
contingencies ought to be foreseen and provided against 
so that the several departments of the government and 
the public service corporations do not get in each other’s 
Way. . , . 

CO-OPERATION. : 
Inasmuch as the county taxes are largely raised in 


- the city, and the great majority of the population of the 


county is located in the city, it has always seemed to me 
proper and right that the county authorities should do a 
great deal of permanent improvement work inside the 
city limits. This being true, I have advocated such a sys- 
tem of co-operation as would not interfere with the coun- 
ty authorities determining the best method and order of do- 
ing work, but that they should do such improvement work 
in the city as was agreed upon between the two bodies. This 
plan has resulted in much sewer work, and in doing these 
things without friction. I think this ought to be contin- 
ued, and if elected mayor shall see to it that the city does 
its part to get the desired results from this source, and 
in this way the city’s forces can be kept largely on re- 


> 


pair work. There should be the closest co-operation be- 


tween the several departments of the city government in 
all matters, and thereby much lost motion and money can 


be saved. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. | 


Our police authorities should be encouraged in their 
efforts to break up crime. At the same time, we should 
institute methods for increasing the facilities of this de- 
partment, whereby discriminations between the criminal 
and the merely unfortunate may be made, to the end that 
our efforts will result in prevention and correction, rather 
than making criminals. 

FIRE PROTECTION. 

There should be an increase of modern equipment in 
the Department of Fire, which is both more economical 
and efficient than the present use of horses. New signals 
should be installed, and new houses established, in those 


‘sections now without adequate protection. 


PUBLICITY. 


The public should know everything their officials are 
doing. To this end, I will have published regularly a 
municipal record which will contain all the expenditures 
of money, and. other improvements. This record to be 
distributed to the citizens, free. There should be given 
to every citizen of this city the same degree of attention 
that he would receive in any well regulated business con- 
cern. There must be at the city hall such officials as will 
be able to give the proper direction to every one having 
business with any department, so that there will be no 
delays, and no lost motion. 

I submit these propositions as being matters of very 
great importance to our people at this time, and ask you 
to carefully consider them. 

If elected mayor, I will give the office all of my time, 
and the best efforts of which Iam capable. An active par- 
ticipation in the city government for four years has fa- 
miliarized me with the details of the departments, and 
their needs. I believe that I can be of service to the tax- 
payers of the city in the administration-of their affairs.

There is a splendid librafy at “Mil- 
dorella.” Collecting rare books and 


playing golf are hig especial hobbies. 
There are full sets of all the leading, 
}authors, and especially dear to him, 
fare those volumes of Keats, Shelley, | 
Tennyson and our own:-beloved Sidney 
Lanier—all of which he has studied 
closely for ‘years. In Mr. Harman's 
opinion, Lanier is the greatest Amer- 
ican poet, and he thinks Georgia owes 
a monument to hig memory. Nothing 
ever written in America has equaled 
“Marshes of Glynn” and “Sunrise,” in 
his estimation. Among the rare books 
in the library at “Mildorella” there is 
a complete set of the Southern Literary 
Messenger, now valued at over $1,000. 
It contains every monthly issue of the 
paper for the thirty-two years from 
1830 to 1862—thirty-two superb vol- 
umes so priceless because of the asso- 
ciation and contributions of Edgar 
Allen Poe, who was for so long its 
editor. 

Speaking of his other hobby, Mr. 
Harmon says: “After book collecting, 
sxolf comes next in importance—that 
clean, wholesome, out-of-door sport 
which Keeps the mind clear and the 
j heart young: For years I have studied 
and cultivated the habit of being happy.

The commission last week 
handed down a reply to the roads ask- 
ing for an increase of the time from 
fifteen to thirty minutes before de- 
parture of trains for baggage to be at 
the station. The commission wisely 
refused the request, hence the old 
regulation of fifteen minutes will re- 
main in foree. 

This move on the part of the roads 
is in line with the genera! policy of 
the carriers. When business becomes 
congested, or for any other reason the 
work of the roads is hampered, in- 
stead of increasing the force, the pub- 
lic is put to inconvenience, loss of time 
Or pay more for the service. 

The injustice of tmIis 1s very mani- 
fest. Suppose the storekeeper could 
apply the same rule when he found his 
trade coming in bunches instead of 
one at a time? Thatis, he told his cus- 
tomers they must either come singly 
or they would have to wait until the 
next’ day. Instead of this arbitrary 
action rendered impossible on acconnt 
of competition, he simply increases his 
force, Go to any of the big depart- 
ment stores of the eity and at certain 
hours there are to be seen many idle 
sales people. But when the trade be- 
gins the force is there ready to wait 
on everyone, and that is what the 
roads would do if they had the same 
competition as the merchant. 

Had the commission granted this 
request of the roads it is more .than 
likely that it. would not have been 
long before the thing wou.d have Sone 
on and many Seasons had passed 
the patrons would have been required 
to deliver their trunks the day beivre 
leaving.

MILEAGE SITUATION SOON

BEFORE THE COMMISSION 


The coming investigation of the 
present rule of the roads in requiring 
mileage. coupons to be exchanged tor 
tickets Lefore entering cars as against 
the old system of having it pulled on 
trains promises to be thorvuugh and 
one of the most important steps ever 
tuken in that direction. 

Commercial travelers have never de- 
sired to cripple the roads th any way, 
or to aSk lor anything which would 
cause loss to the carriers. But they 
ao ask, and insist upon it, that a fair 
investigation snould be made. One that 
will go down to the root of the mat- 
ter. paiesmen do not beiieve the roaug 
ave shown any disposition to ascer- 
tuin the real truth and learn of tne 
serious drawback the present system 
of pulling mileage is to the traveling 
salesman, ora to keep up with the 
present needs of the traveleis. 

the sSalesmen argue, .with good 
grounds for the contention, that sell- 
ing goods by sample on the road has 
reached the point where the roads 
must take the best care of the agents 
of the firms sent. out to get business 
for their houses, and tonnage for the 
roads to haul. Further, that inasmuch 
as these salesmen are solicitors for 
the roads, they should receive every 
possible consideration at the hands of 
the earriers. Instead of getting this, 
we find that new moves are constantly 
being muade by the roads to further 
handicap. the salesmen. 

We fing the carriers restricting the 
size of sample cases, and increasing 
the time a passenger is to be given to 
get his baggage to the station for 
checking. It is now fifteen minutes, 
while a measure is now up before the 


commission to inerease this to thirty 
minutes. It. seems not to have oc- 
curred to the roads to increase the 
force in the baggage department. 
salesmen often need longer time for 
free storage at its destination in or- 
der to determine if it is wise to open 
up the line, and quite often the rout- 
ing of baggage must be changed aft- 
er & Salesman. is on the train. 
Where close connections are necessary, 
the travelers often have to mn -s a 
train and perhaps lose a day. 

We learn that the commission 
taking proper steps to get the 
Commercial travelers, conductors and 
station agents have been summoned 
to appear October 10 and testify. Fur- 
ther, that circular letters have been 
sent out by thig tribunal to. roads in 
other parts of the country, to learn 
how they handle this matter ang with 
What success.

To change the mind of an- 
other is the hardest task ever under- 
taken by a son of Adam. That is, of 
course, if that mind happens to be in 
the head of a good business man who is 
used to the like and has fortified him- 
selt against all such attacks. 

In the market the persuasive art 
commands the highest price of any gift 
by nature to man. Find a man who 
can persuade people and he can name 
his own salary. But the itdeal per- 
suader is found only in spots and the 
spots are very far apart. The most of 
us who make the road our’ profession 
have to take what talent we may have, 
and though often limited, we can with 
hard work get business enough to hold 
a job and earn a decent living.

This latter undoubted- 
ly originated there and at least its 
cook books as far as I ever observed 
are silent on the subject. My curiosity 
was recently aroused concerning its 
Origin. I had previously taken it for 
granted, just now I would like to 
know how a name previously confined 
to a drinkable, taken through a straw, 
Sot transferred to a pie or from a.poor 
business to a rich pastry. 

The old dictionaries do not give this 
work at all as applied to certain union 
of pastry and fruit. The century marks 
it U. S. and defines it as “a fruit pie 
baked in a deep dish or a pot with a 
thick paste; named accordingly to the 
Kind of fruit used.” Just how it did 
originate is probably common Knowl- 
edge to some people, but I have for- 
gotten if Il ever Knew, it certainly ig 
not of New England origin. I met it 
first in the south and believed it origi- 
nated there. At any rate, they spoke 
of the peach cobbler with the same 
of estatic mouth wobble we use 
exclusively for strawberrv shortcake 
that is strawberry shortcake. 

The cobbler may have originated as 
a.sort of lazy white dish, or tn a fam- 
ily where no pie built on a plate would 
be large enough to go around.

that insures a square deal for posterity, as well as ourselves, by 
passing on to posterity a portion of the burden of the improve- 
ments from which posterity will derive even more benefit than the 
present generation. 

Atlanta has been only partially employing that policy. We 
use up our current income, every penny of it, in the foolish and 
uneconomic effort to make it cover administration and also the 


expense of those improvements imperatively pressing. It is no 


wonder that the city is cramped for cash. It is no wonder that 
a city which is become a metropolis is still piddling along with 
provincial building methods, working an injustice upon every tax- 
payer, and an even greater hardship and injustice upon the city’s 
future and posterity.

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SUPPLANT TAX LAWS OF 1804 | 
WITH ENTIRELY NEW SYSTEM

Georgia's tax system and the ma- 
chinery provided for its enforcement in 
1804 is today wholly out of date, un- 
adapted to modern conditions and even 
inefficient as a revenue producer, ac- 
cording to C. Murphy Candler, chair- 
the railroad commission of 
Georgia. 

This system may have been all right 
in the days when the wealta of the 
state consisted of real estate, slaves 
and live stock, but it is not adequate 
to meet modern conditions when taxes 
are levied upon such intangible prop- 
erty as franchises. 

Mr. Candler marvels that an entire- 
ly new system has not been devised, 
and says that under a fair system ot 
taxation it would be possible to cut 
the tax rate of 5 mills in half and 
still raise 50 per cent more revenue.

per cent of their values. 

The state of Georgia, by ad ing 
methods of taxation in vogue itn a 
number of states of the union, can 
raise 50 pér cent more revenue than 
now, by ceasing to tax real estate and 
taxing state utilities, such as steam 
railroads, express, telegraph and tele- 
phone companies, banking, insurance, 
trust and Investment companies, and 
supplementing, with reasonable income, 
inheritance, corporate organization and 
occupation taxes. 


Taxes of Railroads. 


Don't let us suppose for a moment 
that the tax burdens of these rallroads, 
for example, would be inoreagsed over. 
what they are under our present sys-’ 
tem, or perhaps I should say whet they 
snould fairly be. A railroad now pays 
taxes to the state, the counties, the 


‘municipalities and the school districts 


through which it runs. The aggregate 
of these, all paid to the state and kept 
by the state for state purposes, need 
not, and I believe would not, be in- 
creased a dime, even on much fuller ag- 
sessments. 

Pennsylvania, New York, New Jer- 
sey and a dozen states secure their rev- 
enues as outlined above, and do not 
levy any tax on real estate for state 
purposes. 


Abolish State Specific Taxes 
Our state specific taxes are burden-

It is 
practicable, logical and fair to segre- 
Sate the sources of taxes between the 
‘ifferent taxing jurisdictions, and com- 
pel each to have assessment and equal- 
ization boards.

Miss Pauline Wetss, of Chicas, who 
fs visiting friends in the city, declares 
that the fleld of stenograpny offers 
woman one of the greatest opoortuni- 
ties, as it carries her as nish !n the 
ranks ‘of business as can, any other. 
Miss Weiss is -the expert. steno- 
grapher, and she resents the commonly 
accepted idea that the stenographer !s 
a kind of machine; that meutal activ- 
ity is not necessary in it, and that 
there is not a dignity in the profes- 
sion. 

“Think how inavery short time what 
was Known as plain bookkeeping evoiv- 
ed into a system of expert accountancy, 
which is now one of the highest pro- 
fessions, and one of the most com- 
pensating to the expert,’ said Miss 
Weiss, discussing her work. 

“Stenography gives a similar oppor- 
tunity, but the woman ambitious in it 
must not go to sleep mentally at the 
switch in her first position as the of- 
fice stenographer. She must not be 
willing to take in her ear merely what 
is dictated to her and then put it on 
paper. She must be interested in the 
work of her employer, and let what she 
hears reach her brain, look into the 
meaning of it all, and remember that 
with her first position she has only 
begun, and that she must keep herself 
that she must, 


to equip herself in knowledge and 
fluent use of the English language. 
“Lack of interest accounts for half 
the complaint raised by the girl who 
works,” stated Miss Weiss. She feels 
it a hardship when she should regard 
it aS an opportunity to make some- 
thing of herself, and it accounts, too, 
for the low standard of wage which 
women suffer in some communities.

“When a girl, through interest and 
hard work, rakes good as a steno- 
grapher, in nearly every case her merit 
is recognized, and she can command 
adequate wage. 

“I think. one reason that today there 
are so many inefficient and poorly paid 
Stenographers is because they are not 
properly trained to begin with. A 
g00d common school education should 
be acquired first by every girl if she 
possibly can get it, then let her make 
for the business course. It is a great 
mistake to leave the graded schoo] to 
#0 to the business school] unless a girl 
is sufficiently ambitious to keep up her 
English. studies on the side. 

“Then she must be awake, alert and 
interested in what is going on around 
her; enlarge her viewpoint and give 
intellfgent ear to what her employers 
advise. 

“Some of the most responsible posi- 
tions in Chicago’s largest businesses 
are held by women, who started as 
stenographers, and through that me- 
dium became private secretaries, and 
finally reached official positions.” 

Miss Weiss, in her bright conversa- 
tion and well-chosen English, illus- 
trated what she had to gay, and when 
it is considered that she was born in 
Roumania, and came to this country 
when she was seven years old and that 
her parents still speak only Roumanian 
and German to thelr children, her mas- 
tery of the English language and her 
record in the profession she has chosen 
is remarkable. 

She is stenographer and secretary 
in one of the largest publishing and 
printing houses in Chicago, and ts only 
23 years of age.

TO SOLVE SERVANT PROBLEM 


To solve what its called the servant 
problem in Atlanta many agencies will 
have to be active and all these agen- 
cles must work in unison. The wom- 
en housekeepers, who are suffering 
from the lack of untrained servants, 
represent one element and the large 
army of untrained servants another, 

The third element and one of timely 
organization, is the better and more 
intelligent contingent of the negro 
race, who see where the weakness lies, 
and who have taken steps to see what 
can be done to help the situation, com- 
monly called “servant problem.” 

These steps have been taken tn the 
school established last year by Rich- 
ard Stinson, the Normal and Industrial 
institute for young negroes, where 
they are taught practical industrial 
pursuits, and in the more - recently 
establisheq Home -for Homeless Girls, 
the latter institution organized and to 
be directed by Rev. H. H. Proctor, of 
the Congregational church. 

The Ecouraging 

The most encouraging and inspliring

TO JOHN PAUL JONES 


The unveiling of this statue occurred 
in Potomac park, Washington city, dur- 
ing the week of the tast Continental 
congress and was the occasion of much 
interest. The statue shows the first 
commander of the American naVy as Ne 
stood on the deck of tne Bon Homme 
Richard during the terrible encounter 
with the Serapis off the coast of Eng- 
land more than 130 years ago, It per- 
petuates the memory of the Scottish 
boy who transferred his allegiance to 
the United States, and mastering the 
science of naval strategy, furnished the 
inspiration for the navy which has be- 
come the pride of the nation. 

It was through the efforts of General 
Porter, former ambassador to France, 
both here and abroad, that led to the 
discovery of tne body and its final re- 
moval from France to this country. 

John Paul Jones is the only com- 
mander in history whoever landed an 
American force upon a European coast. 
He enjoyed the unique distinction of 
being the first to raise the American 
flag in its present form upon an 
American man-of-war, the first to re- 
ceive a salute to the flag from a for- 
eign power and the first to raise it 
upon a hostile warship of superior
